A new high school and addi-
tions or Improvements to 35
elementary, junior and senior
high schools in the Harbor area
are included in tentative plans
{for a $280 million Los Angeles
school construction bond issue.

Los Angeles voters will be
asked to approve ihe bond issue
April 1.

The Harbor area would re-
ceive more than $35 million of
the bond issue if it is passed,
according to Dr. Jack R. Me-
Clellan, Harbor area superin-
tendent of elementary schools,
and Allen A.
superintendent of secondary
schools.

The bond Issue is designed to
keep the number of students on
half-day sessions from soaring
beyond the 100,000 mark, meet
